FE Your MAJESTIES moſt Loyal Subje&s, the Miniſters of 
the Presbyterian Perſwalion in Your Ancient Kingdom of 
Scotland, from the deep Senſe we have of Your Majeſtie's 
gracious and ſurprizing Favour, 1n-not only putting a ſtop to 
our long fad Sufferings for Non-conformity, but granting us 

the Liberty of the Publick and Peaceable Exerciſe of our Miniſterial Fun- 

tion, without any hazard ; as we bleſs the Great G OD: who hath put 
this in Your Royal Heart, do withal find our ſelves bound in Duty to offer

Majeſty will not give Credit to ſuch Information,until You take due Cog- 

nition-thereof: And humbly beſeeching that thoſe who promote any Dil- 

loyal Principles and PraQtices, (as we diſown them) may be look'd upon 

as'none of ours, whatioever Name they may afſume to themſelves. 

May it pleaſe Your moſt Excellent Majeſty, gracioully ro accept this 
our humble Addreſs, as proceeding from the Plaigneſs and Sincerity of 
Loyal and Thankful Hearts, much engaged by this your Royal Favour, 
to continue our Fervent Prayers to the King of Kings for Divine Hlumina- 
tion and ConduR&, with all other Bleſſings Spiritual and Temporal, everto 
attend Your Royal Perſon and Government; which is the greateſt
